British Suffrage Leader Not 
Allowed to Enter United 
States—Mrs. Pankhurst 
Will Appeal to Washington 


New York, January 15.—Mrs. Emme- 
line Pankhurst, the British suffrage 
leader, who was detained at Ellis Island 
when she arrived today on the steam- 
ship St. Paul, was ordered excluded 
from this country by the special board 
of inquiry which. sat at the immigra- 
tion station today. An appeal will be 
made to Washington, it was stated. 

The British militant leader was or- 
dered deported from the United States 
when she arrived here in October, 1913. 
An appeal was taken, however; and Mrs. 
Pankhurst was allowed to enter with | 
the understanding that she would de- 
part after her lecture engagements. 

Mrs. Pankhurst and her secretary,

Doesn't Need Cotton for 
Making Munitions. ,

Washington, January 15.—(Special.)

Proof that German chemists. have 
overcome all difficulttes due to the 
shutting off of American cotton and 
turpentine; that ‘munition plants are 
sot now using cotton linters in the 

manufacture of explosives, but employ 
——— cellulose, and that there is no 
ground for Great Britain’s order in 
council declaring cotton contraband 
on the score that it ig destined for 
war purposes, is the feature of Sena- 
tor Smith’s speech. 

Howard W. Bible, an American and 
a, native of North Carolina, who has 
spent considerable time in Germany, 
was requested by Senator Smith to in- 
vestigate the report that German 
chemists had discovered a substitute 
for cotton for use in munition plants. 
He did so and has made an extended 
report which will be laid before the 
anes on Monday. 

From personal investigation in mu- 
nition sige access to which was 
cheerfu iven by the German au- 
thoritics,, r. Bible found that cotton 
Was not essential to the manufacture 
of explosives, but that wood cellulose 
was being used with entircly satisfac- 
tory results, He accordingly wire- 
lessed Senator Smith on December 4,

Confirmation Reaches Smith. 


Confirmation of this wire has just 
reached Senator Smith. It states that 
Mr. Bible presented the question to 
men largely interested in handling 
cotton in Germany. A series of meet- 
ings were held in Bremen and the con- 
sent of Alfred Lohman, president of 
the Bremen: Chamber of Commerce, 

Was secured to accompany Mr. Bible 
to Berlin and lay the matter befor 
the government. They appeared be- 
‘fore an assembly of representatives of 
different departments of the govern- 
ment on the afternoon of December 3. 

“It was recognized as a purely com- 
mercial matter,” writes Mr. Bible, “one 
involving the business interests of the 
United States and the German empire, 
and was not regarded as an infraction 
of military usage. The gentlemen rep- 
esenting the department of the interior, 
the imperial foreign office, the war, fi- 
nance and navy departments, gave the 
strictest attention to the subject of 
the unlawful restrictions upon cotton, 
which I presented at considerable 


lengtk. 

“At the conclusion. of my remarks I 
was assyred by all present that cot- 
ton was ho longer ysed or necessary 
in Germany to the manufacture of pow- 
der or explobixes, and that the German 
government would gladly extend to me 
every facility for securing such proof 
as 1 deemed neces by inspecting 
one or more plants operated by the im- 
perial government. The selection of 
such plant or plants’ was left entirely 


to me.” 
Mr. Bible said he decided to visit the 
munition plant at Spandau near Ber- 
lin. He was accompanied by Mr, Loh- 
man on the tour.of inspection an nd also 
by the commandant the works, Ma- 
dor Gorke, of the army. 
All Precesses Shown. 


“The fullest access was given to all 
processes of the nitrating of cotton 
and cellulose and a notable freedom 
of investigation was a feature of our 
visit to the plant. We first inspected 
the warehouse used for storing the raw 
material used for nitrating. The first 
warehouse was by a railroad track with 
platforms on either side. Bales of wood 
cellulose “were at — time 5 un- 
load from freigh dara: made a 
careful e * found nothing 
on the platforms but wood . cellulese 
and rags. Going among this stock I 
directed that several bales should be 
opened and samples of wood cellulose 
were secured made by four manufac- | 
turers. 

„We then 1 samples of nitrat- 
these sam- 
pies, being marked with the manufac- 
turer's name—'‘Jackson and Breitenau. 
Absolutely no cotton was found upon 
this level of the warehouse and only 

a few bales were in evidence upon the 
Soper floor. These had been in stock 
for some time and were placed to one 
side, having been definitely rejected in

A care 
ul inspection of work under way dis- 
clased a large preponderance of wood 
cellulose as compared to rags. The 
work in this department was: entirely 
done by women and girls. 


Nitrating Precess. 
“We 


next entered the departments | 
whether wg | was in progress and 
inspected three houses doœoted exclu- 
sively to the nitrating of wood cellu- 
lose, and one devoted entirely to the / 
8 of rags. In each I made a 
careful inspection of the tanks, caue- | 
ing several to be opened and obtaining 
therefrom absolute evidence of the use | 
of wood cellulose or rags, as the case | 
might be. Furthermore, I. examined ; 
the pipe convéyors and found the con- 
tents thereof to be as stated, eithe- | 
wood cellulose or rags. 

“Proceedings from the nitrating de- 
partment we came to the department 
where the nitrating material is wash 
ed. made a careful inspection of 
the contents of the washing tanks and 
confirmed the use of wood cellulose or 
rags. Next we entered the material 
Where grinding was in progress and I 
ascertained beyond all doubt the na- 
ture of the materials so treated. 
wood cellulose, or rags, were then re- 
washed, which concluded the process of | 
preparation and proved conclusively 
that no difference existed whether the 
gun cotton was 13 trom linters.

The cause of the street paving wear- 
ing out is said to be threefold. First, 
because of long use; second, because of 
the car tracks; third, because of open- 
ings being made for service pipe. 

A lack of sufficient funds has caused 
the street paving to be neglected, and 
this neglect has resulted in its disin- 
tegration. As Mr. Hurt expressed it: 

“The stitch in time was not taken. 
A small hole in asphalt quickly be- 
comes larger like a tiny hole in a dam.” 

Will the County Hep: 

An effort may be made to get the 
county to help with repair work on 
the streets this year. W. T. Winn, 
chairman of the public works com- 


e mittee of the county board, was asked 
„bout this, and his reply was: 


“We want to co-operate with the 
city as we have done in the past, and 
we will do as much street paving in 
the city Umits as possible during the 
year.” 

“Will the county help in the repair 
work?” he was asked. 

“We have not done any work of that 

ind hitherto,” he said. “When we

On Whitehall, from Forsyth to Hood 
street, the pavement was laid in 1900 
and it is in a bad condition. 

Going over the entire list of asphalt 
paved streets the report from the con- 
struction office shows that there is not

The Wood Block Pavement. 


There are 6.46 miles of wood block 
laid in the city. Some of it is good, 
some fair and some in a bad condi- 
tion. Most all of it needs repairing. 
The bad condition is ascribed to three 
causes: he disintegration caused by 
the car tracks; the buckling, due to the 
use of a sand fill and cuts made in

The statement of the United States 
Steel corporation of unfilled tonnage 
showed an increase of 616,731 tons for 
December, with a total of unfilled 
business on the books on December 31 
of 7,806,220, which is not far from the 
greatest total ever recorded. The out- 
look is fer a substantial increase this 
month, and hence a new record total 
may be seen. ‘The total at the end

Although the Clayton law, with 
especial reference to the provisions 
against interlocking directorates, does 
not go into force for several months, 
it was a notable feature of the cur- 
rent month that many of the largest 
banks in. the United States eliminated 
directors who were also on the boards 
of other banks. Several men of na- 
tional importance who were directors 
of several banks have resigned from 
all but one of them. 


Aeroplane Securities. 


During the past week a new depar- 
ture in securities was that of a large 
aeroplane company, the first to offer 
its securties for sale to the public. 
This company is engaged in the man- 
ufacture of aeroplanes for the allies, 
and is reported to have perfected many 
of types never before seen. 

The copper market continues its 
forward progress, with sales of the 
metal at above 24% cents a pound, or 
within half a cent of the prev ome, high 
record price. Practically all of the 
recent business has been for months 
ahead, as refining interests have dis- 
posed of about all of the metal which 
will be available during the next six 
months. Most of the more important 
consumers have covered their neéds 
for that period, while many foreign 
buyers have all of their requirements 
taken care of. Those who still have to 
buy will have to take Laer chances 
of getting such 1 — as refiners always 
hold back for ntingencies. It is 
usual for a refiner when supposedly 
sold up to capacity to have reserved 

a ce in amount for accidents, de- 
lays, When these do not occur, 
it releases a certain amount more of 
the metal, and, as far as can be ascer- 
tained; it will be only through this 
that any consuniers not covered can 
get supplies during the next few 
months. 

The steel market continues to gain 
in strength, with ‘higher prices named 
for several products recently, and with 
no let-up in sight, for various prod- 
‘ucts, in demand. Several companies 
have refused to accept any more ex- 


port orders, as they are unable to make 


any nearby deliveries, and also do not 
wish to quote, at this time, for the 
deliveries which they may be able to 
make mary months hence. Steel prices 
are now at the highest level on réc- 
ord, even without countin in the 
premiums which are obtainable on 
many classes of steel, and so the con- 
tinuation af active demand means that 
the industry is to have prosperity for 
a long time to come. Shipments of 
steel are at the highest rate on record, 
as is production. Increased disburse- 
ments to shareholders of steel com- 
panies are expected during the cur- 
rent year as a result of the large 
earnings which are accruing because 
of these conditions in the industry. 


Cotton and Wheat Outlook. 


An enormous volume of export buy- 
ing during the last few days forced 
wheat prices to the highest level of 
the year and to within a small dis- 
tance of the highest point of recent 
years for May and July wheat at Chi- 
cago. Export buying came at a time 
when bears had started to drive the 
market down, and so they were caught | 
napping and covered hurriedly. Many 
bulls took profits of several cents a 
bushel in the first day or two of the 
week and then bought again on dips. 
Gorn and oats were stronger in sym- 
pathy with wheat, also showing in- 
dependent strength at times. 

The cotton market was dull and. 
easier, following the st6ck market 
during the week. The south was a 
large seller, while speculative inter- 
ests were inclined to go short. All 
2 developments have been in fa- 
vor of higher prices for cotton, but 
support has not been at hand, and it 
is believed that speculative impulse is 
lacking at this time.

fective October 15. 


New York, January 15.—This week's 
many changes in the directorates of na- 
tional banks was only the beginning of 
a movement which will go much fur- 
ther before the end of the year is 
reached. Within the next nine months., 
or before October 15, when the Clayton 
anti-trust law becomes effective, there 
will be many resignations announced 
from the board of directors of railroad 
and industrial companies doing an in- 
‘terstate business, as well as from na- 
tional banks. 

To understand why Frank A. Van- 
oe James J. Hill, Francis L. Hine, 
Albert H. Wiggin and many men prom- 
inent in barking circles resigned this 
week from the directorates of outside 
banks it is necessary to go back to the 
days of the money trust investigation. 
That congressional investigation was 
held under a resolution adopted May 
* 1912, which read, in part, as fol- 
ows: 

“Whereas, it has been charged, and 
there is reason to believe, that the 
management of the finances of many 
of the great: industrial and railroad 
corporations of the country engaged in 
interstate commerce is rapidly concen- 
trating in the hands of a few groups 
of financiers in the city of New York 
and their associates in New York and 
other cities, and that these groups, by 
reason of their control over the funds 
of such corporations and the power to 
dictate the depositaries of such funds, 
and by reason of their relations with 
the great life insurance companies 
with headquarters in New York city, 
and by other means, have secured dom- 
ination over many of the leading na- 
tional banks and other moneyed insti- 


state commerce and of the general 
public.” 
Controlled Huge Interests. 

It was February of 1913 before the 
task of taking testimony, first hand, 
was completed and the Pujo committee 
was able to publish its report.

Basis for Clayton Auti-Trust Law.

I hae never kept a diary, nor any 
of my playing ‘records or atatistics, 
but memory’s scrap book serves me 
well through the span of twenty-five 
years since my brother, Al, taught me 
oe rudiments of the game of “base- 
all. 

Beginning at the 9 I was 
born in the borough of Mansfield,. Pa., 
now Carnegie, on February 1874, 
and attended public schools. In my 
N Al was rated among the great 
ball players in the Western Pennsyl- 
vania district, but, aside from my 
pride in his reputation, I did not re- 
spond very readily to the wiles of 
baseball. I have another brother who 
entertained the same indifferent no- 
tions towards the game, and it often 
has been said sthat had he gone in 
for baseball he would have been the 
greatest in the family. First, I took to 
the coal mines for a livelihood and 
then advanced a step by learning the 
barber trade. But baseball ha no 
charms for me. Al, I thought, was the 
real ball player of the family and,one 
was enough. 

I guess I had best take up the 
thread of my ,basebarl career with the 
old County league, though the lots of 
old Mansfield furnished my kinder- 
garten experience with the game. In 
that. organization, embracing Mans- 
field, East End Gyms, Bridgeville, and 
many other clubs, were men who later 
rose high in public life or in the base- 
ball profession. 

A Pair of Baseball Pauts. 


I could not be induced to put on a 
uniform and my brother Al laughs 
to this day at the sight of the Steuben- 
ville, Ohio, gang trying to show me 
that baseball pants snould be turned 
inside out and donned through the 
knee band and not the waist. My only 
real experience prior to that ti was 
with a semi-pro team, led by ad“ 
Gwilliam, and my only chance was 
when he was Short a man for a trip 
and would say: mn 
Oh, if some other fellow fails to 
show up, we'll take Al Wagner's 
brother.” HRS 

This is how I got to Steubenyille. 
My brother was with that team and he 
was the real star of that period, while 
I was only a proud brother, glad of 
the privilege of sometimes making a 
trip and doing the trainer’s duties or 
carrying water. I went there as a 
pitcher in. 1895 and in my first gems 
they played me in the outfield. I 
muffed three flies 2 it a home run, 
but the homer did not get back the 
runs caused by my muffs and 1 quit 
the team and went back to old Car- 
negte on a freight. Al came after me 
hot-footed and 1 rejoined the club, One 
day, while pitching, I hit seven ‘men 
walked” twelve, struck out fifteen an 
demoralized the Akron club. After I had 
broken one man’s ribs, they insisted 
that I be taken out and threatened 
a court injunction to prevent a dan- 
gerous man like me from pitching. 

The Team’s Barber. 
I had a catcher during my pitching 
career named Pete Lavelle. The story 
was sprung years lacer that Pete had 
to use beefsteak in his glove to hold 
me, but Pete is living today and he 
vows he had other use for sirloins 
then than to use them in a catching 
mitt, 4 

I don’t want to get in. wrong with 
old-timers antedating my period, ‘but 
I can say this, that Pete Lavelle was 
the first catcher I ever saw call for a 
pitchout. He perfected the idea with 
me while we worked as a battery and 
he had a wonderful arm. * 

I also was the club barber and would 
shave the team every Sunday morning. 
Brother. Al always was first and La- 
velle came next. He had a beard like 
barbed wire and always insisted: that 
the kids with “peach fuzz” on their 


faces could wait. $ 

Great stars migrated from the old 
Tri-State league long before my time. 
I can still remember George England. 
who played with the Mansfield club 
with Ed Delehanty in 1887. With one 
arm, England; a pitcher. by right. 
could play a game in the out- 
field when needed and he could bat for 
a high percentage. There is a good 
story of how the one-armed star one 
day walked into the officé of: John 
Gruber, a veteran sport writer in 
Pittsburg, and said: aoe 5 

“John, am going to write a Tri- 
State ball player's name on the wall. 
Next year he will be in the National, 
league and the greatest ball player 
in the business“ — 

The name that England wrote was: 
“Ed Delehanty.”

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HONUS WAGNER’S OWN BASEBALL STORY 


By Honus (John H.) Wagner, the Grand Old Man of Baseball 
I. MY EARLY YEARS IN THE GAME :

I 
heard that a big league scout was after 
me, and while the thoughts of ad- 
vVancement buzzéd in my bonnet, I made 
two batting records. 

One Was off Con Lucid, the old Hart- 
ford star, when I made six hits, since 
equalled by Beaumont, of. Pittsburg, 
and Cutshaw, of Brooklyn. I was up 
against. Lucid six times and he was 
more up in the air than “lucid” after 
the sixth hit. Next, I had two singles, a 
double; a triple, and a home run off 
a pitcher named Fry. Those two bits of 
fireworks displayed probably ‘helped 
me into the big league. 

As I understand it, and Fred Clarke 
ought to know, the man who tipped 
me off to the Louisville club was Claude 
McFarland, who was then an umpire 
in the South Atlantic, He told the late 
Harry Pulliam about me end Clarke 
and Dreyfuss went over from New 
York to see me play. I did not to 
so much that day, but they made an 
offer. Barrow thought me worth a lot 
of monéy and I guess the following 
clipping from a Louisville paper is 
about the correct dope: 

bs Wagner Is Sold fer $2,000. 
„Hans Wagner, a hard-hitting young 
ball player, has been bought from the 
Paterson club, of the South Atlantic 
league, b the Colonels. The price 
was $2,000, and the young fellow, who 
is in his twenty-third ear, 
worth it. He can play first base or 
the outfield, weighs 180 pounds, and is 
five feet, ten inches tall.” .

Twice 
Clarke ordered me to bunt, and each 
time I hit the ball outside the grounds 
and over a whisky distillery. e won 
that game 2 to 0 on my honiers, ws 
what a bawling out Clarke gave e 
that day for not obeying orders. 

Tough Stopping Place for Umpires. 

Louisville was a tough stopping place 
for umpires in my time there. I can't 
think of anything worse than umpir- 
ing a game between the old Cleveland 
Spiders and the Colonels in Louisville. 
One day the entire Cleveland. club 
made life so miserable for a poor chap 
named Weedon that he nearly, went 
frantic. They stepped on his feet, 
mauled him around generally, and al- 
most caused a riot. te im the game, 
Cleveland started to & a lot of runs 
and Clarke adopted CI 8 meth- 
ods by harassing poor eedon.

FIGHTING JOE COBURN 


Early in May of 1863 the sporting 
resorts of New York, especially those 
frequented by men of Hibernian blood, 
were buzziny with excited conversation. 
The civil war was raging, Lee was 
threatening to invade the north—as 
he soon afterward did, to meet defeat 
at Gettysburg—and a great battle had 
ust been fought at Charleston, in 

aryland. All of the talk was of this 
Battle, which, however, had nothing 
to do with the war. 

The battle of Charleston, fought in 
Maryland on the ith of May. 1863, was 
sanguinary enough, but no guns were 
used, although a few spectators, in 
their enthusiasm, did flourish lethal 
weapons. In short, it was a ring bat- 
tle, with Joe Coburn, of New York, and 
Mike McCoole, of St. Louis, as the com- 
batants, and the heavyweight cham- 
eg eg of America at stake. 

At that period the history of the 
American ping was mainly a reeord of 
Irish names—Yankee Sullivan, John C. 
Heenan, John Morrissey, Jimmie Elli- 
ott, Mike McCoole and Joe Coburn—be- 
ing the most prominent among them. 
When Heenan retired the principal 
competitors for the honors were Coburn 
and McCoole, the one representing the 
east, the other the west. 

Although the republic was divided 
against itself, and engaged in bitter 
civil strife, the frenzied fanatics of 
the pugilistitc game were filled with 
enthusiam by the contest between the 

ant, McCoole, and “Fighting Joe.” 

aryland, the scene of many of the 
greatest battles of the early period of 
American ring story, was again a 
pugilistie mecca, 

Mike Mecoole had Tittle but his size 
to commend him to the followers of 
the sport—that, and his gameness. He 
displayed the latter quality to the full- 
est extent in the Maryland contest, for, 
although outclassed by Coburn in near- 
ly every stage of the contest, it was 
not until sixty-three rounds had been 
fought that Mike gave in. 

Coburn a Hero. 

Coburn Feturned to New York to re- 
ceive the ‘plaudits of his admirers, and 
for a few weeks he was a greater hero 
than any general. The man whose 
name was thus added to the list of 
American champions was a native of 
County Armagh, Ireland, where he was 
born in 1835, but he came to America 
as a boy and on attaining his majority 
Was naturalized as a citizen of Uncle 
Sam's country. 

Coburn was about 21 when he fought 
his first ring battle: His opponent was 
Ed Price, long a popular pugilist, and 
afterward equally noted as a criminal 
lawyer and dramatist. Price and Coburn 
fought seventy rounds, lasting over 
three hours, the fight ending in a 
draw. In 1857 Coburn took on Harry 
Gubben, another aspirant to ring lau- 
rels, and defeated him in less than 
men Ping hour. This affair was for $500 
a side. 

For several years Coburn remained 
in retirement, and it was not until the 
title was left ownherless and was claim- 
ed by Mike McCoole that he returned 
to the game, urged by his friends. By 
his victory over the, St. uis man- 
mammoth, Coburn became the ac- 
knowledged champion, and there was 
nobody iy dared try conclusions with 
him. He determined to go after the 
world’s title, and early in 1864 he sent 
a challenge over to England offering 
to meet Jem Mace. 

The English gypsy accepted the defi, 
and Joe immediately crossed the pond. 
The stakes were the then big sum of 
$5,000, and the match attracted wide 
attention. Owing te the. opposition 
to the game in England, it was decided 
to stage the affair on Irish soil, which 
was, of course, much to Joe's liking. 
On the day before the date set for the

world’s title. 

The “Great Windbag.” ~- 

The upshot of the matter was that 
the stakes were returned, except that; 
Mace had to forfeit $500 toward Co- 
burn’s expenses. The “Great Wind- 
bag,“ as the match was called, left a 
bad taste in the mouths of the English 
sports who had traveled to Ireland to 
see the battle, and both Jem and Joe 
were roundly condemned. 

At this period Coburn was the owner 
of a saloon in Grand street. New York, 
and had a big following. One of the 
most enthusiastic of his supporters was 
George Law, the New Tork traction 


life as a mason and stonecutter, had 
made a fortune as a contractor, and in- 
creased it by investing in many big 
enterprises. Coburn had no business 
ability, but as long as Law lived the 
boxer was never in want. 

After the Mace fiasco in Ireland, Co- 
burn quit the ring for a time, and the 
title was fought for by his old enemy, 
McCoole; Jim Dunne, Tom Allen, the 
Englishman; Aaron Jones, Bill Davis 
and others. 

In 1869 Jem Mace eame to America, 
and was matched to fight Tom Allen 
in New Orleans. Allen, although an 
Englishman, had been in America for 
some time, and claimed the American 
title. Joe Coburn went to New Orleans 
to act as Allen's principal second in 
the fight with Mace, which was for 
$10,000. Mace was the victor after a 
ferocious battletwith the raw uns. 

The victory of Mace aroused the 
— Spirit of the Irish- Americans, 
who were joud in their demands that 
Coburn return to the ring and lick the 
hated Englishman. 

oe at length consented, and in 1871 
Coburn and Mace were matched to fight 
in Canada for the American champion- 
ship and $5,000. This time Coburn fail- 
ed to appear, owing to the interference 


of the Canadian authorities, and Mace

5 months a healthy child will usually 
‘double its weight, and at 12 it will 
nearly treble its weight. 

A child weighing 7 to 7% pounds at 
birth will measure 20% inches in 
length. At 1 year, 29 inches. At 2 


years he will weigh about 26% pounds 


and will be 32% inches tall. At 8 
years he will weigh 31 pounds and be 
35 inches high. At 4 years, weigh 35 
pounds and be 38 inches in height.

Development 
A baby should never be placed in a 
sitting position. When he is ready to 
sit up he will do so of his own accord, 
usually about the fourth month. Then 
his back should be well supported, be- 


- Cause the bones are not yet strong 


enough to stand the weight of the 
body. Often a baby does not sit erect 
until he is 8 or 9 months old. This is 
not unusual or alarming. Usually 
after he sits up alone and begins to 
reach for toys and bright things he 
discovers he also has legs to stand 
on and begins to make attempts. to 
bear his weight upon the feet. Soon 
after this attempt, usually in the 
twelfth or thirteenth month, he be- 
gins to walk with a little assistance. 

If a healthy child shows no inclina- 
tion to walk, however, nothing should 
be thought of it, as very often it is 
mere laziness; there can also be more 
* serious causes, such as a severe ill- 
ness, prematurity or rickets, A child 
should not be urged to walk, and no 
patent walkers should be used. When 
they are ready they walk, and nothing 
we can do or say makes the slightest 
difference. 

Baby’s Sleep. 


Babies sleep most of the time. A 


newly born infant will sleep about 
22 hours out of the 24; -at 6 
months of age he will sleep about 18 
hours; at 1 year he should sleep about 
15 hours, and continue to sleep 15 
hours as long as possible. Many chil- 
dren sleep 14 hours until the eighth or 
ninth year. 

There is no hard or fast rule as to 
the amount of sleep any baby should 
have. Some thrive with less and some 
may require a little more. However, 
a child cannot sleep too much if the 
sleep is natural and not produced by 
soothing sirups, whisky or any other

Baby Habits. 

As has been said in a previous 
article, the daytime sleep should be 
preferably out of doors after one 
month, and at night the sleeping- room 
should be dark, quiet and well ven- 
tilated. It is a good plan to put a 
baby to sleep in a room alone when he 
is 6 months old. There are many rea, 
sons for this, principally, if a mother 
is near a child, she will go to the crib 
every time the child moves or cries. 
The result is the baby turns night into 
day and makes things pretty uncom- 
fortable for every one near. Ifa baby 
cries at night see that it is comfort- 
able, and it it is not near the feeding 
time let it cry. Do not rock it. He 
may continue to cry for one or two 


nights, but the third he will sleep all 


right, and be very apt to continue 
thus. : 

It is very injurious’to allow a baby 
to sleep in a lighted room: It tends 


‘to make their sleep restless, and to 


produce an early feeling of fear of the 
dark. It is a very bad plan te ever 
rock the baby to put it to sleep. This 


habit is easily acquired and h to 


break. A baby should be prepared 
for the night just as an older child 
is, then after being fed, and making 
sure that all is well as to pins, 
warmth, etc., if it cries it should be 
allowed to cry as long as it wants to, 
and as often, without any attention. 

Conditien of the Lungs Before 

Birth. 

The first act performed by a newly 
born infant is a lusty cry. This 18 
perfectly natural and necessary. Be- 
fore the child is born the lungs are in 
a state of contraction, resembling a 
sponge.which has been squeezed down 
until all the spaces within it are ob- 
literated, When the child comes into 
the world the lungs are caused to ex- 
pand by the cry and from then on 
contain air. Crying for a few min- 
utes each day keeps the lungs well 
expanded and exercises the muscles of 
the throat and chest. 

If a young baby cries for one-half 
to three-quarters of an hour each day 
it is beneficial rather than harmful.

The most common causes for infant 
crying are soiled napkins, wrinkles in 
the clothes, an open pin, hunger, 
thirst, constipation and iliness.- The 
natural cry is loud and strong. The 
ery of illness is usually not strong, 
but more often moaning and whining, 
of a feeble worrying cry, and can 
easily be detected from the temper 
cry. The cry of pain is usually strong 
and sharp, and accompanied by pull- 
ing up the legs, drawing of the fea- 
tures of the face, and does not cease 
until the pain is relieved, Some chil- 
dren cry -from habit or temper, 
Temper cry soon stops when the child 
is picked up, rocked, given food or 
hum in some other way. The cry 
produced by hunger is usually a con- 
tinuous, fretful cry, which stops im- 
mediately when given food. 

Plenty ot boiled water should he 
given a child between nursings in the 
daytime,.and.may be given in the 
night if the child needs something be- 
tween feedings. 

These few suggestions may spare 
many mothers a great deal of un- 
necessary work and worry. A healthy 
child forms a habit very quickly, and 
if they are good habits, which seldom 


happens, all goes well, If they are 


the “spoiled child" habits, which they 
usually are, pity is due the houge- 
hold, pity for the baby and pity for 
the parents. for allowing the little 
newcomer to be the master.

Says Husband Wooed Young Girl. 


The princess says her husband mis- 
represented his social position and 
condition in life, and that although 
she did live with him, she preferred 
to continue to be known as “Mrs. 


Gouraud.” 

“Not long after our marriage,” says 
the former Mrs. Gouraud, “my hus. 
band began to pay court to a young 
girl who was then only 15 years old. 
The prince said he did not love me; 
but merely married me for conven- 
ience. He demanded a divorce, as he 
said he loved thig young girl, and 
wanted to marry her. The girl, in 
turn, told me that she would take her 
life unless she were allowed to marry 
the prince.“ 

The prince refuses to discuss his 
wife’s accusation that he is in love 
with this young girl, whose identity 
has not been disclosed. . 

“Obviously, as a gentleman, I must 
remain silent about this matter,“ he t 
says. 

As a result of her husband's odie. 
Princess Miskinoff, who is prominently 
noted on both sides of the Atlantic 
for her ultra-outre entertainments, 
and to be known as “the woman who 
has tried everything,” finds herself 
in the very unique position of having 
to. acknowledge that she really has a 
fourth husband in Prince Miskinoff. 


Sinee her reported marriage to the 


prince, Mrs, Gouraud had always de- 
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nied that the nobleman was her hue 
band. 

For reasons known only to herself; 
Mrs. Gouraud enshrouded her mar- 
riage in considerable mystery. She 
denied that she had married “a 
prince,” but did not qualify her state 
ment, leaving the inference that, 
after all, she had We N her . 
husband. 

However, a copy of the W e 
record at St. Martin's Registry, Lon- 
don, indicates that Joseph P. Bond, 
on June 11, 1914, married Aimee

I set free 
the impulse which has had no previous 
chance to express itself, except by the 
suppressed longing away back in some ob- 
scure corner of the mind.”

Science Says Bees Sense. Colors 


BED is as fastidicus as a woman in 

its selection of colors. Bees love 

flowers, not only. for their honey 
but for their color. Roses are not white 
and pink, and violets purple merely for 
your pleasure. They have these attractive 
frocks, as well as their delicious perfumes, 
to attract the bees, : 

The yellow dust of the flowers is the 
pollen. It is sometimes sent from flower to 
flower by the wind, but it is usually car- 
ried by the bees. Therefore, flowers have 
to wear their most pleasing colors to woo 
and win these messengers of life and love. 
This is not mere poetic fancy, for a num- 
ber of able scientists have experimented at 
different times to find what colors bees 


prefer, and have placed their preferences 
in this order: Blue, green, orange, plain 
red, white and yellow. 

If blue is the bees’ favortte color, why 
Is it that there are so few blue flowers? 
Scientists answer that all blue flowers 
have descended from green ancestors. 
They have passed through stages of white 
or yellow and generally red before becom- 
ing blue. Violets are white and violet, 
though yellow is their original color, For 
the same reason there are pink, white, red 
and yellow roses. They have all passed 
through the different stages of color devel- 
opment. It is commonly supposed that 
blue flowers are descended from white or 
yellow ancestors. 


Why Best Rest Is in First Quarter of Night’s Sleep 


OMEN go to sleep less quickly 

than men, but they sleep more 

soundly and longer. For a short 
period of time—not more than about half 
an hour in each night—a man gets into a 
state of sleep which is more profound than 
a woman's, but he comes out of this with a 
rush and sleeps more lightly than the 
woman during the latter part of the night. 
His waking is more gradual and he does 
not become fully awake so rapidly. 

A recent investigation into the charac- 
teristics of sleep quoted by Professor Jas- 
trow of England reveals a striking division 
of sleep conditions between the sexes. At 
the same time it shows that people, as a 
whole, vary little from the average, and 
that most people sleep in about the same 
way. People who are troubled sleepers 
really get as much sleep, but they do so 
more jerkily. 

The first quarter of a night's sleep pos- 
sesses more rest than all the remaining 
three-quarters put together. This gives a 
scientific reason for the old proverb, “An 
hour’s sleep before midnight is worth two 
hours after.” Not that midnight has any- 
thing to do with it, but that the worth of 
sleep does lie in the first part of it, and in 
early times nearly every one was in bed a 
couple of hours before midnight. 

To waken a sleeper during the first hour 
and a half of his slumber is really to do a 
serious injury. After that it does not

Not until she has been asleep five 
hours is she sleeping as lightly as the man 
does from the third hour. 

In the dozing state in the morning there 
is also a wide difference. The man slowly 
awakens, the woman comes to conscious- 


ness by fits and starts. Both appear to 


dream to an equal extent, but, because of 
these sudden wakenings, thé woman re- 
members more of her dreams than the 
man.

Euglish trading companies attempted

The government at Washington re- 
fused to give them any grants for their 
lands, remembering its covenant of 
joint occupation with England; but the 
English could not exclude or oust them, 
and men and families who came to stay 
and make homes for themselves began 
presently to seem much more like 
actual owners of the disputed country 
than mere traders could or the agents 
of fur companies. 

Doubtful boundaries at the Pacific 
were fast becoming a distinct menace 
to peace. 

There were men in congress, too, like 
Mr. Benton, who sought upon every op- 
portunity to take the aggressive and 
ferce the government to a final settle- 
ment with Great Britain. 

Disputes with England seemed to 
dog the steps of almost every adminis- 
tration. 

It was but three years since Mr. 
Webster and Lord Ashburton had set- 
tied the difficult matter of the northern 
boundary of Maine by running a com- 
promise line between Canadian and 
American territory upon the Atlantic. 

The air of pelitics, moreover, had 
never been quite stil shrdluupupuuuup 
ica for dispassionate settlements by 
treaty. 

A veritable storm of outspoken opin- 
ion beat about every matter of cor- 
troversy with foreign countries, if once 
it happened to catch the ear of the 
heady démocracy which presidents and 
cabinets had it as their difficult task 
to lead. 

And that democracy was more confi- 
dent, more wilful, more headstrong 
now, since General Jackson had shown 
it its way to supremacy, than it had 
ever been before. 

Presidents were no longer likely to 
attempt to withstand it as General 
Washington had withstood it in the 
Gay of its outcry against Mr. Jays 
treaty with Engiand. 

Mr. Polk was a man of his party; the

Mr. Buchanan, the new secretary of 
state, wae not of the fiber to insist in 
the face of emphatic refusal of what he 
demanded; the English government 
looked with evident uneasiness upon 
the state of opinion in the United 
States; a comparison of views brought 
econcéssions on each side; and in 1846 
the senate consented to a treaty which 
continued the line of the forty-ninth 
degree of north latitude to the Géor- 
gian straits as the definite northern 
boundary of the union. 


WAR WITH 
MEXICO. 


HE Texan boundaries were another 
matter to be considered. Here the 
government dealt with a rival and 
neighbor with whom no compromise 
Was necessary. 

Texas claimed, not only everything 
north and west of her that had . 
Spain's or Mexico’s all the way to lati- 
tude 42 degrees, but also so much of the 
territory of her one-time partner state, 
Coahuila, as lay between the Nueces 
and the Rio Grande del Norte at the 
south; and Mr. Polk espoused and act- 
ed upon her claims at the south even 
before, her formal admission into the 
union was complete. 

He ofdered General Zachary Taylor 
to occupy the western bank of the 
Nuéces with a small force of United 
States tréops, aud during the summer 
of 1845 sent him reinforcements which 
raised his strength to nearly 4,000 mon. 

In December, 1845, Texas became in 
full form a state of the union; and 
early in the following year the presi- 
dent ordered General Tay lor to advance 
to the Rio Grande. 

His presence there threatened the 
Mexican town of Matamoros, just be- 
yond the river, and the Mexicah com- 
mander at Matamoros demanded his 
Withdrawal to the Nueces. 

General Taylor refused to withdraw. 

The Mexicans crossed the river and 
on April 23d ambushed a small body of 
American dragoons. 

Two weeks later they attacked Gen- 
éral Taylor in féreé and he repulsed 
them (Palo Alto, May &, 1846). 

The next day General Taylor in his 
turn, attacked and drove the Mexicans 
back across the rer in disastrous rout. 

On the 18th. General Tayler himeelf 
passed the Rio Grande and cccupied 
Matamoros. 

“Mexico,” the president told congress 
on the lith of May, while yet he had no

a formal declaration of war was re- 
solved upon May 13, 1846, before news 
of the real fighting on the Rio Grandé 
had reached tlie éapital. 

Until autumn all things stood as 
they were between the delligerents 
while an army was made ready; but 
late in August General Taylor moved 
agafn, and, within a month, by severe 
and dogged fighting (September 21-38), 
took .the strongly fortified town of 
Monterey, a full hundred and seventy 
milés to the west of Matamoros on thé 
highway to the Mesican capital. 

In November, General Winfield Scott, 
the ranking officer of the federal serv- 
icé, was given chief command, and in 
January, 1847, General Taylors fored 
was reduced to a scant five thousand 
to recruit the immediate command of 
his superior, sent by sea to attack 
Verd Cruz. 

On the 22d and 23d of February Santa 
Anna attacked him, with four times his 
numbers, where he lay at defense on 
the broken plain of Buena Vista, hop- 
ing to crush him while he was weak, 
and was repulsed. 

The Americans were no longer raw 
militia, men and officers alike, as they 
had been in the extempori#ed army of 
1812. 

Though they were for the most part 
volunteers their officers were for the 
most part professionals, and they were 
drilled and handled with a skill and 
thoroughness that made veterans of 
them with a single battle.

HE steadiness and prowess of the 

American volunteers were put to 
full 

the south. 

There they had not only to take Vera 
Cruz by set siege (March 9-29, 1847), in 
order to make good their landing, but 
had also to scale the hugé escarpments 
of the vast table-land upon which the 
Mexican capital lay, 200 miles away, 
more than 7,000 feet above thé sea, and 
to make their way aéroés the broken, 
hilly plains beyond, fighting evVvery- 
where as they went against an enemy 
who outnumbered them and was secure 
against surprise within safe inner 
lines of communication. 

And yet from the carrying of the 
pass at Cerro Gordo (April 18, 1847), te 
the storming of the high fortress of 
Chapultepec (September 13), there was 
no pause or miscarriage in the steady 
process of their victoriés. 

The City of Mexico lay amidst guard- 
ing fortresses and was set about by 
morasses crossed only by harrow eause- 
Ways. But the Améritans moved éVery- 
where with the business-like certainty 
and precision of men well handled, and 
their volunteer ranks seemed less in 
need of officers than other armies did,

meaning of the war beyond all expec- 
tation. 

During the summer of 1846 and the 
winter of 184641847 it had seited, not 
merely the disputed territory which 
Texas claimed, but algo the whole coun- 
try of the Pacific slope beyond, from 
Oregon to the Gila river, to which the 
United States could Have no coficeiv- 
able right except that of conquest. 

The thing was easily accomplished. 
A fleet under Commodores Sloat and 
Stockton and a few troops acting here 
and there under Colonel Kearney and 
Captain Fremont, moved about as they 
pleased, and a territory of six hundred 
thousand square miles was added to 
the United States. | 

The war, with all its inexcusable ag- 
gression and fine fighting, was brought 
to its formal close by a treaty, signed 
at Gaudaloupe Hidalgo on the 2d of 
February, 1848, by which Meéxteo retog- 
nised the Rio Grande as the sotithwest- 
ern boundary line of Texas and_ ceded 
New Mexico and California, of “which 
the United States had taken posséssion 
by force of arms. 

For this territory, seized and ceded, 
the United States agreed to pay Mexico 
fifteen million dollars. 

It has been evident from’ the first 
what the outcome of the war must be.
